Two more operators in local ele- 
vators told the commission today that 
the head office had called in al books 
and papers, except buying ticketg and 
wires on prices. 

Oliver (Peacock, farmer, did not 
favor cleaning grain in a new coun- 
try, but where land had ween worked 
ten or fifteen years, it was ‘better to 
clean grain foefore tshipping. ‘Mr. 
Peacock tok of a case last November 
when he sold flax at $1.39, which 
later brought $1.98. He said it was a

surance ‘to the farmer that he got any 
gain from.a rise in. prices. That flax. 
he aaid, should be the farmers unti) 
it was sold, considering he had paid 
freight on grain and interest on the 
advance, and he was entitled to any 
gain in prices. 

Spring Grading Best 

John Horn testified that it was his 
conviction that there was too much 
difference ‘between the price paid 
last fall for wheat and the price paid 
this spring. He got $2.00 last fall 
early for some and us low as $1.61 and 
$1.64 this spring. He ‘had found. 
however, that grading was better in 
the spring for the producer than in 
the fall, when s lot of grain was be- 
ing rushed on to the market, In the 
case of two cars ten years ago, he had 
been offered grade No. 2 Northern in 
Weyburn, but Winnipeg gave him No.
